In connection with this m atter, I

inal law’, resulting in large part from 
th e habit of setting aside the judg­ 
m ents of inferior courts on techni 
calities absolutely unconnected with 
the m erits of the case, and where 
there is no attem pt to show that there 
has been any failure of substantial 
ju s tic e . 
It would W^well to enact a 
law prov iding something to^the effect 
I that: 
I 
No judgment shall be set aside or 
new irial granted in any cause, civ il 
or criminal, on the ground of misdi­ 
rection of the jury or the improper 
admission or rejection of ev idence, or 
for error as to any m atter of pleading 
[•^r procedure unless, in the opinioii 
>i the court to which the application 
3 made, after an examination of the 
mtJ^ V cause, it shall afllrmativ ely ap-' 
ip- r that the error complained of has 
jsulted in a m iscarriage of justice. 
Matter of Injunction. 
In my last message I suggested the 
inactment of a law’ in connection 
fith the issuance of injunctions, at- 
bntion hav ihg been sharply drawn 
to the m atter by the demand that 
the right of applying injunctions in 
labor cases should be wholly abolish­ 
ed. 
It is at least doubtful whether 
a law abolishing altogether the use 
of Injunctions 
in such cases would 
atand the test of the courts, in which 
case of course the legislation would 
he ineffectiv e. 
Moreov er, I believ e 
it w’caid be w’rcing altogether to pro­ 
hibit the use of injunctions. 
It is 
crffDinal to permit sympathy for crim­ 
inals to weaken our hands in uphold­ 
ing the law; 
and if men 
seek to 
destroy life or porperty by mob v io­ 
lence there should be no impairment 
o f ^ e . i^w er of the courts to deal 
with them in the most summary and 
effectiv e way pcissihle. But so far as 
possible the use of the pc» wer should 
be prov ided against by some such law 
as I adv ocated last year.

Attorney General Hadley has filed 
motions in the supreme court asKing 
for a rehearing in the case of 
the 
state against George W. Gordon, ot 
Jefferson City. 
A few days ago di­ 
v ision No. 2 of the supreme court re­ 
v iewed this case, rev ersed the trial 
court and discharged Gordon. 
The motions filed in the case are no 
less remarkable than the case itself. 
Gk)rdon, who is a w’ealthy merchant 
and belongs to one of the most promi­ 
nent families in this part of the state, 
was conv icted of murder in the sec­ 
ond degree for killing his wife nearly 
three years ago, and sentenced to the 
penitentiary for ten years. 
For a year after the death of Gor­ 
don’s wife it was the accepted theory 
that she was killed by the accidental 
discharge of a shotgun. 
The coro­ 
ner’s jury returned a v erdict to this 
effect. A year later, howev er, Gordon 
was indicted, with the result al eady 
stated. 
The supreme court held th a’ .;here 
was no ev idence upon which a v erdict 
coulé be based. It was supposed that 
that ended the case until Saturday. 
Attorney General Hadley now asks 
the court for a rehearing, 
on

ground of error in the opinion and for 
a modification of the judgment and a 
remanding of the case to the circuit 
court for another trial.

The American manufacturer, for ex­

can manufacturer build up a paying 
business for his trade mark ed goods 
in that country and should fall 
to 
protect his rights by registration, he 
has only himself to blame if he finds 
himself suddenly barred out by some 
unscrupulous 
European 
competitor, 
who has registered the trade mark , 
claiming It as his own. 
Mr. Nelson, during a residence of 
fiv e years In this country, has found 
that few North Americans hav e cor­ 
rect ideas regarding Argentina. They 
almost, inv ariably, for example, ex­ 
press great surprise when they learn 
that it is larger than the entire United 
States east of the Mississippi, and has 
all v arieties of climate from the trop­ 
ical down to the extreme cold of the 
Straits of MagelluT^;-“ 
.

So far as South American feeling 
toward 
the United 
States is con­ 
cerned, this, Mr. Nelson 
says, 
has 
been strik ingly bettered by the recent 
v isit * of Secretary Root, 
whose 
em­ 
phatic assurances, repeated in ev ery 
public speech, that the United States 


would not interfere in the affairs of 
the South American states and w"ouId 
nev er aggrandize Itself at the expense 
of any one of them hav e seemed to 
remov e all political 
suspicion 
and 
jealousy. 
The 
American 
secretary 
w’as enthusiastically receiv ed 
wher­ 
ev er he w ent; he ev erywhere listene 
to laudatory addresses of 
persona 
w el cone, deliv ered sometimes in Eng 
lish, but more often, of course, in v er 
naciilar Spanish. In Buenos Ayres the 
w'alls of the grand salon in which the 
city dignitaries gathered to greet him 
were ornamented 
with

some such understanding as might oe 
helped along by an international ox 
change of univ ersity professors, as is 
proposed for Harv ard, Columbia ant 
and other institutions, numerous facts 
not altogether to the credit of Ameri 
can enterprise are cited. 
Argentina 
the most progressiv e 
in 
many 
re 
spects of South American republics 
illustrates the point. 
The republic's 
foreign commerce last year amounte 
to more than $450,000,000. 
Of 
this 
large sum the United 
States, 
the 
greatest manufacturing nation on the 
globe, got but $28,000,000. 
Germany 
2.000 miles away, receiv ed more into 
her trade coffers, while Great Britain 
..obtained three times as much. These 
countries, from the nature of 
thair 
export trade, should 
perhaps 
hav e 
somewhat closer relations with Euro­ 
pean lands, but the United States is 
not getting its normal share of the 
trade. 
Again the railroad system of 
the republic has cost up to date near­ 
ly $000,000,000, not one cent of which 
has been drawn from an 
American 
source, 
although 
British 
inv estors 
hav e of late years realized 
largely 
from their inv estments in a country 
which is rapidly increasing in pros­ 
perity. 
Yet there Is money In Argentina to 
pay for immense importations of man 
ufactured goods. 
This present year 
12.800.000 acres of wheat were har­ 
v ested and the per capita yield 
of 
wheat, 4 2 % bushels, is the largest in 
the world. 
The v alue of the eximrts 
of this grain in 1905 
amounted 
to 
$119,000,000. 
The 
flaxseed 
area 
equals 2,000,000 acres and the crop 
will bring more than $31,000,000 into 
the pock ets of the growers. 
Alfalfa 
mak es a perfect food for millions of 
cattle on the Argentine plains. 
The exports 
of animal products the 
last year totaled $115,000,000. 
Sheep 
by the tens of millions on the pampas 
explain how the country was able to 
exi>ort 250.000 tons of wool. 
The la­ 
bor situation which has become 
so 
troublesome in the United States Is 
v ery satisfactory in Argentina, for 
of 
late years the country has attracted 
great numbers of good work ers from 
Italy and Spain. 
That such an arrangement as has 
been suggested* by Presidents Eliot 
and Butler would be feasible is shown 
by the excellence of Argentenlan edu- 
catlonal 
institutions. 
The 
public 
school system has been enlarged and 
greatly enriched since President Sar- 
miento, one of the ablest statesmen 
that ev er headed any republic, hon­ 
ored the North American republic by 
tak ing as a model its system of public 
education. 
There are im portant uni­ 
v ersities in Buenos Ayres and Cordoba 
at w"hich v ery distinguished men lec­ 
ture, and at La Plata, in a beautiful 
prov incial capital about an hour’s rlrto 
from Beunos Ayres, a new gov ern­ 
mental univ ersity of great 
promlso 
is 
now 
being 
established. 
There 
w"ould, therefore, be abundant oppor 
tunlty for exchange of professors.

The Evidence Given Yesterday Was 
of an Exceedingly Sensational 
Character. 


dalia, and who had been afflicted with 
locdmotor ataxia for ten years, died at 
his home, twelv e miles north of Se- 
dalin, at the n6on hour Saturday. 
The deceased was bom on the farm 
where he died on February 28, 1850, 
and liv ed with his mother, Mrs. T. S.

The deceased was not a member of 
any church or fraternal order, but he 
was a splendid citizen in the truest 
sense of the term.

Chicago. Dec. 1.—Sensational ev i­ 
dence was giv en today in the trial of 
President Shea, of the International 
Brotherhood of Teamsters, for alleged 
conspiracy in a strik e last year. 
According to the testimony of Al­ 
bert Young, president of the United 
Teamsters of .Vinerica, Robert Noren, 
business agent of the Garment Work ­ 
ers’ union, prov ided a fund of fifteen 
hundred dellars, which was div ided 
between Shea and other labor leaders, 
to induce them to call a strik e of the 
teamsters for tiie purpose of aiding 
the garment work ers of Montgomery, 
Ward & Co.. who had been on a strik e 
sev eral months. 
At the time of the payment of the 
money Noren, according to Young, 
was treasurer of the Chicago Federa- 
ion bf Labor. 
Young then told of attending a con­ 
ference of labor leaders in Chicago 
early in 1905, at which Shea, William 
Kelly, 
business 
agent of the Coal 
Teamsters’ union; Hugh.McGee, presi­ 
dent of the Truck 
Driv ers’ 
union; 
James Barry, business agent of the 
Express Wagon Driv ers* union; Jere­ 
miah McCarthy, business agent of the 
Truck Driv ers’ union; Stephen Young, 
business agent 
of the Milk Wagon 
Jrlv ers’ union: 
Charles Dold, presi­ 
dent 
of the Chicago 
Federation of 
Labor; Edward Nock les, a member 
the Chandeliers’ Work ers union, and 
a man named Hoppe, of the Cigar- 
mak ers’ union, were present. 
Young declared that Shea addressed 
he gathering, saying if the Chicago 
Federation of Labor wrould raise the 
coin, he would furnish men to aid the 
strik e of the garment work ers. 
He also 
declared 
that Noren ad­ 
dressed the meeting, saying if the 
teamsters would engage in a sympa- 
hetic 
strik e the garment 
work ers 
would win their fight. 
Young then told of receiv ing fifteen 
lundred dollars from Noren, which, 
he declared, he div ided between Bar­ 
ry, Shea, McGee. McCarthy, Nord^*“ 
and himself. 
Each 
man then 
paid 
Noren twenty dollars for his trouble.

FOR WOOD, $70 A CORD. 


In Early Days the Plain fVas Strewn 
With Buffalo Skeletons. 


A Fuel Famine in Goldficid, Nev. 
Camp Overcrowded. 
-T h e 


A fuel famine ex ists at Golufield, 
Nev., the supply of wood being ex - 
nausteil. What fuel arrives from the 
hills is bid up^by competitive buyers, 
the record price being $70 a cord. 
The railroad if bringing iff old ties, 
scattered 
along its 
right of way. 
These are disposed of In lots not 
greater than a quarter of a cord at 
low 
prices. Hundreds 
of cords of 
wood are on the way. but are caught 
in the railroad blockade. 
There is a similar scarcity of coal. 
WTieu a carload arrives It Is sacked 
and hauled to a street corner, where 
not more than three sacks are sojd to 
one purchaser. The Intense cold and 
deep snow, 
coupled 
with the fuel 
shortage, has caused suffering. 
Relief 
is in sight, 
however. Re- 
l>orts of Illness and death caused by 
cold and fuel famine are grossly ex ­ 
aggerated. The principal cause of suf­ 
fering is due to the overcrowding of 
the camp. With lumber coming in, 
building Is resuming and the camp 
will soon be able to car for all comers. 


The pioneers of Kansas will never 
forget the Buffalo bone age,*' says the 
Kansas City Star. WTien central and 
southwestern Kansas 
were 
settled 
the prairies were strewn with buffalo 
bones. 
Those v/ere hard 
times 
in 
Kansas and the gathering of these 
bones enabled the early settlers to 
live while they were getting 
their 
claims "Droken o^it" for the produc­ 
ing of crops. 
Nine-tenths of the pioneers of that 
section of Kansas—and there weren’t^ 
very 
many 
at 
that—had literally 
nothing but a team and a few' house­ 
hold goods that they had hauled 
tfo xii 
the East in a single wagon. 
Of course there were no 
buffalo, 
for this was in the late 70’s, but their 
bones strewed the plains, and these 
bones w'ere the only thing that had a 
commercial value and they were util­ 
ized. 
They were hauled 
in 
great 
wagon loads to the nearest railway, 
often from six ty to 100 miles away 
and sold. 'The horns were the more 
valuable and they went first, but the 
rest of the skeleton soon followed. 
There wer^ no fortunes made by 
these early bonehunters for a large 
load of buffalo bones brought 
only 
from $5 to $8 at the railroad towns, 
but the proceeds from a load enabled 
the settler to buy flour, coffee and oc­ 
casionally meat and lumber.
